One of the most important
laws enacted during the 1957
regular session of the Califor-
nia State Legistlature was Sen-
ate Bill No. 829, an act to add
Section 170.6 to the Code of
Civil Procedure relating to the
disqualification of prejudiced
judges in civil cases. I carried
the same bill except that mine
would have applied to both
civil and criminal cases.
